Mr J. B. Gaylord, a well-known show 
agent in America, arrived in Hongkong s 
few daysago with a consigument of wild 
animals which he is taking to Barsium’s 
Zoological: Museum for exhibition at Chi-

months sinca ho recuiged a commission from 


Bacnum’s, and be bas secared the present 
consignment in Sumatra, Bornea, and the 
Malay Peninsula. The principal item ina 
magnificent specimen of the man-eating 
tiger, which waa caught at Mows, in the 
Peninsula, on 20th June. Be is about 
feet Iong and is beautifully marked.

‘A VISIT TO CANTON. 


Mr Harold M, Muckenzio contiaues in 
The Australasian bis account of (A Peep at 
Chinese and Japs.” He has a very interest- 
ing description of bis visit to Canton, from 
which we take-the following :— 


The vast city of Canton ia distant from: 
Hongkong about 90 miles up the Peari 
River, Large American steamera of power- 
Fal construction leave Hongkoag night ond 
morning, performing the jonmney usually in 
about seven hours, We left one morning in 
the Hankow, ber lower and "tween decke 
being crammed with Chinese, numbering, I 
should roughly guesa, abeut 500. The 
swomen were separated fram the men, o5 is 
customary with Chinese travelling —al 
very well behaved and quiet. Wandering 
amongst them, oue wae atruck- with many 
things of a curious nature. One woman wad 
in the aot of binding ber child’s feet in that 
hideous fashion eo common amongat the 
better class of Chinese, On requesting to 
see the poor disfigured little inember, she 
smiled, and ‘unrolled the bindages, The 
ovee naturally-shaped foot wes orushed out 
of all reongaition, the tora,-as it seemed, alk 
growing into one campact mae, giving it the 
appearance uf on tee Instead of five, and that 
no bigger thana man’sgreattor. In Hung- 
kong it isa qommon sight to see full-grown 
women.tottering along on those apologies for 
feet, Io the men’s department we ware 
attracted by a central figure, talking away 
ata tremovilous rote. ‘Thia person we 
lenrned_waa the pablic story-teller, common 
enough on such-occasions, oud whe recvires 
money for-helping to beguile the tedium of 
the journey. Opinm-smoling was every- 
where” very prevalent, in eddition to the 
ever-fascinaling ‘ fan-tan.” ms 

The Chin Chew Club, a resort for Chinese 
reatlemen, wns visited.. The entrance 
je remarkable for the beautiful granite. 
carving Which adorns it, being the labour of! 
years, performed entirely by hand. Thein- 
Yerior of the club was furnished in’a style 

erhaps scanty and cold ta: Western ideas. 


‘The chairs of ehony weré “eapacious, with + 


straight backs, and wondérfully carved and 
Inlaid ; LNG walls: were alee sickly var red, 
but the floors of marble looked cold and 
comfortless. Whilst smoking cigarettes in 
the courtyard we pondered over many things 
in connection with the Chin Chew Club, 
Being in a club aroused cur interest in con- 
nection with Chinese food, su we forthwith 
inatructed Ah Cum to proceed to the the best 
Chinese restaurant in the city. - On the road 
thence we suddenly enme to a halt, our ears 
being assailed by the clashing of cymbals, 
striking of gengs, ringing of bells, and ge. 
neral discordancy af an approaching proaes- 
sion. This turned out to be @ marriage 
feast. For the nonce we were mers ¢y- 
phers. Hustled sens cérémonie inte con- 
venient siding, we awsited the advent of 
this gorgeous pagesol, all crimson aud gold. | 
First came the out-runners chanting plain-} 
tive Chineso songs, then the musicians, with © 
their lond-sounding gongs and cywbals, | 
and, tust of all, the bride, screened from! 
view in a richly carved obeir borne by 
many coolies. Procegsione' of ‘this sort are. 
constantly to he met with in the strects of 
Canton. 
the Café Anglais of Canton, 
sats, ente, and dogs as articles af diet. Our 
guide assured ‘us, however, that we nod 
have no apprehension’ on this senre, at the | 
ame time eulogizing a rat’s hindquarters as 
a dish St for the Ewperor, ¢ urdered 
‘fin? for five on the following day, in the 
chef's best style, concerning which 1 will 
have moré to say hereafter, - Wherever we i 
delesed, be it temple, sup, or factory, we 
were immediately surrounded by dozena of 
wonder-eyed men, women, and children, 
who -searcely gave us room to enter the 
building, One of our- party having on a 
sealskin jueket was an ubject of much cu- 
riosity apd wonder, the pools pressing 
round her and. stroking the soft fur as 
children do tats. - 
‘The City of the Dead,’ al first sound, 
rwould lead one to believe it wag a ceme- 
tery. ‘This, however, is not tho case. 
Wealthy mandarios and ‘others have built 
these sarcophagi, in “order that their: 
deceased relatives may lio in stute before 
barial, ach coffin is in a Boparate sham- 
ber, surrounded by -a profasion of tawdry. 
paraphernalia and joss-aticks. -. The coffins 
are most costly affairs, being composed of 
the richest wuods, and ia’ come ousee of 
lacquer, One alone we. saw-cost no leas. 
than £600- Zt atrikes a visitor io Cuntoa 
as sn anomalous thing to see se ‘much 
money expended on a thing -of this kind 
when the surroundings are simply B rock- 
ing hotbed of filth and degradation. .Ona's 
ganse of smell is offended at evory turn ix, 
Canton, and “yet its temples contain

In the centre of the apartiuent is 
a scarlet throne on whicl the adcoinistra- 
tor,empowored to out off ‘heads at. a 
moment's notice, ia aaated. Witnesses are 
conspi¢uous by their absence, so that the 
judge is sll in oll,. Should: this respon+ 
ibls being. have. cause to believe that a 
criminal before him is not speaking the 
truth, .he ordera in the instrnoments of 
torture: These consist of thumb-scrows, 
leathern thongs ond jaw-orackere. The 
Iattor are for laying about the nafortunate 
man's month, until pomotinies he , loses 
every tooth in hia head. Snoh is law in 
QGhinat. From the court. wo wore con- 
dnoted to the. prison, an unwholasome 
vermin-hauntéd den. Here we saw men 
sitting in rowa with cangses on.

Pagsing along alleys on the “way to 
‘tiffin’ in Ui-Lan-street, my attention was 
arrested’ by a man in the act of skinning a 
rat, half of which wea enbmerged in boiling 
water. My appetite fled at once. Rats as 
articles of diet are very common in Can- 
ton, heiug aold in the markets aither 
ready for cooking or alive in cages. Cats, 
too, ure rauoh in demand, being consumed 
chiefly. by wall-to-do people. . Anyone 
Visiting 8 Ohinese restaurant will do wall 
to shut-his eyes, until he is past the

be fonnd at the entrance. The reetanrant 
visited by. us in Canton was & peeuliar 
uixture, ‘The summer garden, ambi- 
tiously termed in the guide books, con- 
sisted chiefly of ‘broken crockery, 
stagnunt water, dojected-looking shrubs, 
and a general dust-bin appearance, ar 
dining-room was above this, aud the day 
vbcing ¢ool we forkunately avoided’ the 
week aconts of the garden.

“We all 
‘watched Ah Cam, who raised the wholo 
concern to his lips, allowing the beverage 
to trickle out batween cup and- saucer, 
‘Trying to do thie made us all laugh, with 
whut resalts can readily be imagined, 
Dish after dish was. brought in—fish in 
various forms, and one waa actually a 
Jricasses of snails, which I was courageous. 
enough to touch, and found them very 
palatuble. -Stowed bamboo waa another 
funny dish, hesides frogs aud many others. 
Out tiffia d fa Chinois «ne an experience. 
Ah Cum all throngh eat dignitied and 
siloat, watching the couductjof the ‘ outor- 
larbarians,' That same evening we bade 
Canton farewell, dropping slowly down the
